Skeptical lawmakers 
sign off on increase 
in Afghanistan force 

Washington 

A deeply skeptical Congress on 
Wednesday resigned itself to Pres- 
ident Obama’s escalation of the 
Afghanistan war, even as the pres- 
ident’s chief military and diplo- 
matic advisers sought to cool any 
expectations that the war would 
end in two years. 

Leading Democrats said they 
had serious misgivings about 
the deployment of 30,000 more 
troops but would not try to stop the 
deployments or block the $30 bil- 
lion the military will need. Repub- 
licans said they support the force 
increase even as they questioned 
Obama’s July 2011 deadline to start 
bringing troops home. 

The response was the best 
Obama could have hoped for from 
a sharply divided Congress. 

“It’s not likely that there would 
be any circumstances where the 
president would lose this battle 
this year” with lawmakers, said 


Rep. John Murtha, D-Pa., a vocal 
critic of the war who oversees mil- 
itary spending. 

In House and Senate hearings 
on Wednesday, Obama’s advisers 
warned that the stakes were great. 
Defense Secretary Robert Gates 
said losing the war “would have 


severe consequences for the Unit- 
ed States and the world.” 

The testimony was aimed at 
building support among war-weary 
lawmakers for Obama’s rewrite of 
the battle plan in Afghanistan. By 
the end of next summer, the pres- 
ident plans to increase to 100,000

Leaked E-Mails Debated on Hill 


House Republicans 
say memos weaken 
climate change data 

Washington 

Top White House science officials 
defended the validity of global 
warming research against repeat- 
ed Republican attacks Wednesday 
that cited leaked e-mails from some 
climate researchers. 

The e-mails taken from a Brit- 
ish university’s climate center 
were obtained by computer hack- 
ers and released last month. Cli- 
mate change skeptics contend the 
messages reveal that researchers 
manipulated and suppressed data 
and stifled dissent. 

In the first Capitol Hill airing of 
the issue, House Republicans read 
excerpts from at least eight of the 
e-mails, saying they showed the

world needs to re-examine experts’ 
claims that the science is settled. 
One e-mail from 2003 was by John 
Holdren, then of Harvard Univer- 
sity and now the president’s sci- 
ence adviser. 

The brewing controversy led 
to the resignation this week of 
Phil Jones, the head of the climate 


research unit at the University of 
East Anglia, the source of the e-mail 
exchanges. Penn State University 
also is looking into e-mails by its 
own researcher, Michael Mann. 
Republicans asked for a hearing 
or investigation into the issue but 
were rebuffed by Democrats. 

“These e-mails show a pattern 
of suppression, manipulation and 
secrecy that was inspired by ide- 
ology, condescension and profit,” 
said Rep. James Sensenbrenner, a 
Republican. 

The science is proper, and this is 
about a small fraction of research on 
the issue, said Holdren, a physicist 
who has studied climate change. 

“The e-mails do nothing to 
undermine the very strong scien- 
tific consensus ... that tells us the 
Earth is warming,” said Jane Lub- 
chenco, head of the National Oce- 
anic and Atmospheric Adminis- 
tration.

Suspect in massacre 
is hit with 32 counts 
of attempted murder 

Forth Worth, Texas 

An Army psychiatrist was charged 
Wednesday with 32 counts of 
attempted premeditated murder in 
the deadly mass shooting at Fort 
Hood that also injured more than 
two dozen soldiers and two civil- 
ian police officers, military offi- 
cials said. 

Maj. Nidal Hasan has already 
been charged with 13 counts of 
premeditated murder after the 
Nov. 5 shooting in a building at the 
Texas base where soldiers must go

before being deployed. Witness- 
es said he jumped on a desk and 
shouted “Allahu Akbar!” — Arabic 
for “God is great!” Army officials

out reloading. 

The additional charges come 
less than 24 hours after Hasan’s 
civilian attorney was notified that 
the Army plans to evaluate Hasan 
to test his competency to stand trial 
and his mental state at the time of 
the shooting. 

John Galligan, Hasan’s attor- 
ney, said he did not know when 
the “mental responsibility” exam 
would take place. Galligan said he 
had filed an objection to the evalu- 
ation pointing out that Hasan was 
still in intensive care at a San Anto- 
nio military hospital recovering 
from gunshot wounds that left him

A Doctor’s Death 
Fuels Fear in Iran 


MD who exposed 
torture of prisoners 
ate poisoned salad 

Cairo 

A 26-year-old doctor who exposed 
the torture of jailed protesters in 
Iran died of poisoning from a deliv- 
ery salad laced with an overdose of 
blood pressure medication, pros- 
ecutors say. The findings fueled 
opposition fears that he was killed 
because of what he knew. 

Investigators are still trying to 
determine whether his death last 
month was a suicide or murder, 
Tehran’s public prosecutor Abbas 
Dowlatabadi said, according to the 
state news agency IRNA. 

The revelations of torture 
against prisoners in Iran’s post- 
election turmoil angered even gov- 
ernment supporters. 

Much of the abuse took place at 
Kahrizak, a prison on Tehran’s out- 
skirts where hundreds of opposi- 
tion protesters were taken. Several 
there died, and the facility became 
so notorious that Iran’s supreme 
leader was forced to close it. 

Ramin Pourandarjani, a doctor 
at Kahrizak, later testified to a par-

detained last week when their rac- 
ing yacht drifted accidentally into 
Iranian waters in the Persian Gulf. 
The men arrived in Dubai flashing 
smiles. “After carrying out an in-

mistake," the Revolutionary Guard 
said in a statement carried by the

A New Stem Cell Era 

In a medical milestone, NIH approves the use of human embryos in research 


Washington 

The Obama administration on 
Wednesday approved the first 
human embryonic stem cells for 
experiments by federally fund- 
ed scientists under a new policy 
designed to dramatically expand 
government support for one of 
the most promising but also most 
contentious fields of biomedical 
research. 

The National Institutes of 
Health authorized 11 lines of cells 
produced by scientists at the Chil- 
dren’s Hospital in Boston and 
two lines created by researchers 
at the Rockefeller University in 
New York. All were obtained from

embryos left over by couples seek- 
ing treatment for infertility. 

“This is a real change in the 
landscape,” NIH Director Fran- 
cis Collins said. “This is the first 
down payment on what is going 
to be a much longer list ... that will 
empower the scientific community 
to explore the potential of embry- 
onic stem cell research.” 

The move was hailed by sup- 
porters as a long-awaited water- 
shed that would finally allow sci- 
entists to start using millions of 
dollars in taxpayer money to study 
hundreds of lines of cells that had 
been put off-limits by President 
Obama’s predecessor, George W.

ally funded scientists were lim- 
ited to studying just a handful of 
cell lines that many criticized as 
deficient, had to erect cumbersome 
bureaucratic procedures to sepa-

from sharing ideas. Now, although 
embryonic stem cell lines will still 
have to be created using private 
funding, federal funding will be 


permitted for experiments using 
a much larger array of lines, vastly 
expanding the number of scientists 
and types of experiments permit- 
ted with taxpayer dollars. 

“This is what we’ve been wait- 
ing for,” said Amy Comstock Rick 
of the Coalition for the Advance- 
ment of Medical Research, the 
group that has been leading the 
lobbying effort to loosen federal 
restrictions on the research. 

But the announcement was 
condemned by those who argued 
that aside from being unethical, 
the work is unnecessary because of 
the availability of adult stem cells 
and other more recently identified 
alternatives. 

“The tragedy of this is multi- 
plied by the fact that no one can

Va. Yogis Take Regulators to Mat

Instructors say plan 
to force yoga teacher 
licenses is unlawful 

Alexandria, Va. 

The state of Virginia wants to make 
sure that if you learn to be a yoga 
instructor, the people who teach 
you the Half Moon, the Sleeping 
Vishnu and the Upward Facing Dog 
poses know what they’re doing. 

But three yoga instructors filed 
a lawsuit Tuesday against Virginia 
regulators, claiming that the state’s 
plan to license yoga teacher-train- 
ing programs is an unconstitution- 
al restriction of free speech. 

“It’s just daft. It’s just a ridicu- 
lous idea,” said Suzanne Leitner- 
Wise, one of the plaintiffs and a 
yoga instructor who has provided 
training to then-U.S. Sen. Mark 


Warner, D-Va. “It’s the students 
who determine whether you’re a 
competent teacher,” not the state. 
The State Council of Higher 


Education for Virginia, a regula- 
tory body, had planned to impose 
licensure requirements on yoga 
teacher-training programs by the 


end of the year but has agreed to 
wait a few months at the request 
of state legislators. 

The council does not want to 
regulate all yoga teaching but says 
it has a duty to regulate the train- 
ing of teachers. 

In Virginia, Leitner-Wise says 
the licensure program requires 
a $2,500 application fee, annu- 
al renewals of at least $500 and 
loads of paperwork, none of which 
is necessary. 

Meanwhile, Virginia Delegate 
David Bulova, D-Fairfax, said he 
expects to introduce legislation 
that would either exempt yoga stu- 
dios from the regulations or provide 
some other type of relief 

“I have not seen a compelling 
reason so far for why we should go 
ahead and add this burden on yoga 
studios, especially in this economy,” 
Bulova said, matthew barakat (ap)

Dulles AeroTrain Likely 
To Start Running in Jan. 


Sterling, Va. 

Dulles International Airport’s new 
gate-to-terminal train service, the 
AeroTrain, has passed a final phase 
of testing by its manufacturer and 
will probably begin operating next 
month, the airport authority said 
Wednesday. 

The Metropolitan Washing- 
ton Airports Authority had hoped 
to begin using the system before 
the holiday travel period but was 
forced to delay it in late October. 
The authority cited “testing delays” 
on the part of Sumitomo Corp. of 
America, which shares a contract 
with Mitsubishi Heavy Indus- 
tries to design, build and operate 
the system. 

In a board meeting Wednesday, 
James E. Bennett, the authority’s 
chief executive, announced that 
train service should begin in Jan- 
uary, although a launch date has 


not been set, he said. 

The AeroTrain will replace the 
airport’s 1960s-era mobile loung- 
es that carry passengers between 
the terminal and gates.

Tiger Woods said lie let his fami- 
ly down with “transgressions” he 
regrets “with all of my heart,” and 
that he will deal with his personal 
life behind closed doors. His state- 
ment Wednesday follows a cover 
story in Us Weekly magazine that 
reports a Los Angeles cocktail wait- 
ress claims she had a 31-month affair 
with the world’s No. 1 golfer. 

“I have not been true to my val- 
ues and the behavior my family 
deserves,” Woods said on his Web 
site. “I am not without faults and I 
am far short of perfect. I am deal- 
ing with my behavior and personal 
failings behind closed doors with 
my family. Those feelings should 
be shared by us alone.” 

Woods did not offer details of 
any alleged relationship. “I have 
let my family down and I regret 
those transgressions with all of 
my heart,” he said. 


His statement came one day 
after the Florida Highway Patrol 
closed its investigation into the 
accident — without Woods ever 
speaking to state troopers. He 
was charged with careless driving, 
which carries a $164 fine and four 
points on his driving record. 

The cocktail waitress, Jaimee 
Grubbs, told the magazine she 
met Woods at a Las Vegas night- 
club the week after the 2007 Mas- 
ters — two months before Woods’ 
wife, Elin, gave birth to their first 
child. Grubbs claims to have proof 
in 300 text messages. 

About three hours before Woods’ 
statement, the magazine published 
what it said was a voicemail — pro- 


vided by Grubbs — that Woods left 
on her phone on Nov. 24, three days 
before his early morning car crash 
outside his home in Florida. 

Since the accident. Woods has 
not appeared in public and has 
spoken only three times through 
his Web site, although this was his 
longest posting. 

“Although I am a well-known 
person and have made my career 
as a professional athlete, I have 
been dismayed to realize the full 
extent of what tabloid scrutiny 
really means,” Woods said. “For 
the last week, my family and I 
have been hounded to expose inti- 
mate details of our personal lives.”

Lulus Compromised Position 


WSC describes the 
dark comic downfall 
of a tragic heroine 

STAGE I Men want her. Women 
...well, they want her, too. This 
despite the fact that the paramours 
of Lulu, the titular and titillat- 
ing femme fatale at the center of 
Washington Shakespeare Com- 
pany’s latest offering, tend to end 
up dead. 

But in Nicholas Wright’s adap- 
tation of Frank Wedekind’s “Lulu,” 
suitors line up, erupting in parox- 
ysms of lust at some small, sensual 
movement from her. They tempt 


her with a cushy lifestyle and grant 
her various nicknames, but even- 
tually join the pile of bodies on a 
couch just offstage. 

Lulu (Sara Barker) begins the 
play as “Popsy,” so dubbed by her 
much older husband, who commis- 
sions a portrait of her by Eduard 
(James Finley), a young painter who 
becomes smitten and labels her his 
“Eve.” Lulu becomes a widow when 
her husband catches the pair, and 
so begins a string of brief and vio- 
lent romantic attachments. 

Despite the body count, direc- 
tor Christopher Henley keeps the 
first half s pace moving in a darkly 
comedic manner. The staging con-

tains elements of French farce, 
as does the use of makeup on the 
male characters. 

But ultimately, the play is a 
tragedy: Lulu’s sad history is 
sketched out briefly and involves 
forced child prostitution by a man 
(Kim Curtis), who may be her 
father. And given that Lulu is at 
last driven by poverty to prostitu- 
tion in late 19th-century London, 
we know it’s not going to end well

But with four critically 
acclaimed albums now under its 
belt, including October’s “What We 
All Come to Need,” Pelican has got- 
ten to a place where the musicians’ 
creative process is more collabora- 
tive and detail-oriented than ever 
before, a touch that can be seen in 
the precision of the latest album, 
according to de Brauw. 

“We become more and more 
analytical and careful about our 
songs, and the songs all have an 
internal logic to them,” he explains. 
“The longer we play together, the 
more comfortable we become with 
each other and more used to how 
each other voice ideas and how to

Pelican soars on 
a combination of 
churning metal and 
dreamy atmosphere 

MUSIC I For instrumental metal 
band Pelican, getting lumped with 
Black Sabbath, Iron Maiden and 
Metallica may be a bit strange, 
considering that those three are 
all mainstream bands with mas- 
sive commercial success. But even 
weirder is the fact that the four- 
piece band joined those legend- 
ary groups not on a concert line- 
up or compilation album, but on 
a burger joint’s menu. 

“There’s this local restaurant 
called Kuma’s Burger in Chicago, 
and though it’s higher-end gour- 
met as far as burgers go, all of their 
burgers are named after metal 
bands,” guitarist Trevor de Brauw 
explains. “When they introduced 
the Pelican burger, it had ancho- 
vies on it and no one wanted to buy 
it, so they re-released it to celebrate 
the release of [our] new album 
[What We All Come to Need’]. I 
think it had scallops, lardons — 
all kinds of goofy stuff.” 


But while some of the band’s 
members — such as the vegan de 
Brauw and fellow guitarist Laurent 
Schroeder-Lebec, who eats fish but 
no meat — couldn’t taste the Kobe 
beefburger with garlic white wine 
sauce and a Parmesan crisp, they 
appreciated the gesture. 

“They had a listening party for 
the record, so it was very thought- 
ful,” de Brauw says. “I just wish it 
had been vegan.” 

It’s that kind of niche attention, 
though, that has followed the band 
— which plays the Rock and Roll 
Hotel on Thursday night — since 
its creation in 2001. That was 
when de Brauw, Schroeder-Lebec 
and drummer Larry Herweg, who 
played together in local grindcore 
band Tusk, decided they wanted 
to branch out from the genre. The 
trio ended up starting Pelican as

a side project as a way to experi- 
ment with lengthier, weightier 
sounds that they couldn’t create 
with Tusk, de Brauw says. 

“There was a sense of confines, 
in terms of things having to be dis- 
cordant or fast or aggressive, and 
we were looking for something 
that was a little more spacious and 
open,” he says. “We started jam- 
ming and Larry’s brother [Bryan] 
joined us on bass, and it was a fun 
project to write different kinds 


of songs with. So as time went on 
and we started playing shows, it 
started picking up momentum at a 
much greater rate than Tusk, so we 
turned it into our main focus.” 

But it took the band a long time 
— a full year — before it felt com- 
fortable enough with the style to 
actually get to the point of per- 
forming in public, according to 
de Brauw. Though every group, 
regardless of genre, develops at 
a different rate. Pelican wanted 
to make sure it had sufficiently 
mastered its new sound before 
showing audiences what the group 
was about. 

“It sort of did take awhile to 
... get our footing, because we 
weren’t used to playing stuff this 
slow or arrangements this com- 
plex,” de Brauw says. “I think by 
the time we had played out live. 


play off each other and intuitively 
grasp what our place in the song is 
once we start hearing parts come 
together.” 

And though their sound is cer- 
tainly “aggressive,” it’s also “very 
humanist and open,” a feeling 
that is aided by Pelican’s lack of a 
singer, de Brauw says. With that 
barrier broken between the band 
and its audience, listeners can 
have a more fulfilling live experi- 
ence, he insists. 

“We tend to be very physical 
when we play and have a real gut- 
tural emotional reaction to what 
we’re putting out — every audi- 
ence member reads it very differ- 
ently,” de Brauw adds. “We’ll have 
some audiences where people will 
be thrashing and head-banging 
and moshing, and other audiences 
that are equally appreciative but 
will close their eyes and fold their 
hands and let the music wash over 
them. A wide range of responses 
can be expected, and all of them

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Danish band the

M U S I C I Frontman Kim Nekroman 
of the Nekromantix wasn’t sure 
what to expect when his Danish 
psychobilly band signed on to sup- 
port industrial-metal legend and 
moviemaker Rob Zombie dur- 
ing his current tour. But thank- 
fully, that uncertainty has led to 
some pleasant surprises, Nekro- 
man says. 

“It’s always weird going on sup- 
port tours, because obviously most 
of the people there are going to 
be there to see the headliner, but 
I had expected a way more met- 
al-oriented audience, and I was 


surprised to see that Rob Zom- 
bie’s audience is more like the 
horror-movie fan, the new horror- 
movie geek,” Nekroman mused. 
“I thought it would be a massive 
amount of head-banging, long- 
haired dudes — it’s not.” 

And since no one has been 
“booing us out and throwing toma- 
toes or rotten eggs,” the Nekro- 
mantix have been able to play a 
set list that includes a “little bit 
from almost every album,” Nek- 
roman says. That means the sold- 
out crowd at the 9:30 Club Satur- 
day night could hear tracks from 
as far back as 1989, when Nekro- 
man formed the band after quit- 
ting the Danish navy. 

“I was going to all these festi- 
vals all over Europe to watch other 
bands, and after awhile I was just 


kind of like, 'Hey, I could do this — 
I could get paid to travel around 
the world,”’ Nekroman says. 


“I learned myself how to play 
[the bass] and then I drew up the 
logo and thought, Tm almost there; 


I just need a couple of songs.’”

albums every three years or so and 
plans to finish up its next release 
after the tour wraps up, with a goal 
for a February drop date, he said.

MUSIC I You’re probably wonder- 
ing about the name. 

According to Brooklyn prog- 
punk three-piece Child Abuse, 
the band’s name came about inno- 
cently enough when founders Luke 
Calzonetti and Oran Canfield dis- 
covered early on that their cho- 
sen instruments sounded suffi- 
ciently imposing when pushed to 
their limits. 

“When we started, Oran was 
playing a real small drum set and I 
was playing this crappy Casio key- 
board, which I’m still playing, and 
it seemed really descriptive,” said 
Calzonetti. “It was like this real 
brutal children’s music.” 

Using atypical axes and chan- 
neling Captain Beefheart, the 
group makes meticulously craft-

ed meltdowns that are the sonic 
equivalent of a tot’s conniption fit. 
But Calzonetti admits the group’s 
sketchy moniker has lost them 
a few high-profile performance 
opportunities. 

“I don’t think I realized the 
weight behind the name in terms 
of the varying responses we have 
gotten,” he says. “But there’s no 
escaping it now. It would be a cop- 
out if we changed the name.” 

Child Abuse is preparing to 
release the follow-up to its bom- 
bastic 2007 debut, which was 
rounded out by bassist Tim Dahl. 
Calzonetti says the new one — 
recorded by chance at an aban- 


doned Catholic school — is more 
song-based but retains the band’s 
trademark twists and turns and 
absurdist spirit. 

“There’s nothing clear-cut 
about our music,” says Calzonet- 
ti. “It’s more surreal than any- 
thing. It’s complex music but not 
so complex that you can’t find any 
fun in it.” 

The group’s electrified musi- 
cal fusion comes as no surprise. 
Prior to banding together in 
2004, Calzonetti was involved 
in more straightforward pop 
projects — albeit with his trusty 
toy keyboard in tow — and Can- 
field and Dahl pursued jazz 
careers, with Canfield playing 
regularly with greats such as 
Stanley Clarke and Yusef Lateef.

Brave the cold and 
knock the chill off 
with a new spin on a 
classic winter drink 

WA R M - u P S I Nothing chases away 
a chill like a warm drink, and that 
means hot chocolate for many 
people — including George and 
Martha Washington, 

If you’re looking for a differ- 
ent spin on a classic winter drink, 
MOUNT VERNON INN is taking it all 
the way back to its American roots 
from Nov. 27 to Jan, 6, giving free 
samples of hot chocolate the way it 
was made in the 1700s. The brew 
is thick, grainy and full of strong 
chocolate flavor spiked with nut- 
meg, cinnamon, anise seed and 
cayenne pepper. 

Of course, it’s a bit different 
from Martha’s recipe. 

“She would have probably pur- 
chased the chocolate that already 
had the sugar and spices in it, then 
grated it over hot water, boiled it, 
then boiled it again and frothed 
it by stirring,” said Gail Cassidy, 
manager of interpretation. 

Today, Mount Vernon goes sev- 
eral steps further, roasting its own 
cacao beans, crushing them into 
nibs and then grinding the nibs 
on a lava rock called a “matate” 
until cocoa butter emerges and 
forms a honey-like consistency. 
Sugar and spices are then added 
to balls of the chocolate, which are 
grated over special pots to make 
the drink. The process can take six 
hours to yield 2 pounds of choco- 
late, Cassidy said. 

“It’s worth it,” she said. “It’s 
definitely a distinctive taste. It’s 
a spicy drink,” 

Cups of the chocolate are not 
available for sale, although the 
gift shop does offer make-at- 
home kits. 

What the Mount Vernon Inn 
does have available for drinking by 
its fireplaces are some other cold- 
weather staples, including a hot 


buttered rum — made by cooking 
butter, sugar and cinnamon down, 
then combining a scoop of it with 
dark rum and hot water — and 
mulled cider infused with cinna- 
mon and cloves. A shot of apple- 
jack in the cider is optional. 

“You can get it with or without 
the brandy,” said general manag- 
er Tom Truchio. “When you walk 
in here in the winter, you smell it 
right away.” 

One classic drink that warms 
people in more ways than one is 
the hot toddy. And Andrew Con- 
nor, bar manager at KRAMERBOOKS 
& AFTERWORDS BOOKSTORE AND 
CAFE, said he’s spent years mak- 
ing one that veers slightly from

“I don’t know exactly the tradi- 
tion, but I believe most are made 
with tea,” he said. “We make ours 
by taking a dollop of honey, cin- 
namon sticks, cloves, a lemon 
wedge and a shot of whiskey, and 
sometimes a splash of cinnamon 
schnapps for kick,” 


This toddy isn’t one that tries 
to hide the alcohol, though, 

“You’ve got to like whiskey to 
like the drink,” Connor said. 

Putting new spins on vener- 
able old winter elixirs is some- 
thing Gina Chersevani, mixolo- 
gist at PS7’S RESTAURANT, says she 
loves. Lately, she said she has been 
drawing inspiration from a col- 
lection of cocktails from the late 
1800s and early 1900s, which she 
found at a used bookstore. PS7’s 
menu features both a spiced cider 
and the “ Ale’ments” cocktail, an 
apple concoction that spends 
hours in a slow cooker before 
it’s served. 

“The apples are cooked with ale 
and cardamom a little bit of cin- 
namon and raw honey in a Crock 
Pot overnight, so all of the alcohol 
cooks off,” she said. “Anyone can 
drink that. When I make it for 
guests who do imbibe, I add rum 
and a little bit of ginger,” 

Anyone looking to try the cock- 
tail might consider ordering it after 
dinner, Chersevani said. 

“It’s good at six o’clock,” she 
said. “But at eight o’clock, it’s just 
banging delicious. It gets this car- 
amel color and it’s just great. I sell 
out of them every night.” 

PS7’s scalded milk — a thick 
combination incorporating bour- 
bon, sweet Sauternes wine, ginger, 
vanilla, cinnamon, ginger and car- 
damom — actually came about 
after a failed pastry experiment. 

“There’s a very famous French 
dessert called a 'floating island,’ 
and the basis of it is milk,” Cherse- 
vani said. “They take it and form a 
loose custard. I tried making it at 
home and I actually burnt the bot- 
tom of the milk, so I couldn’t use 
it. But I was like. It tastes good. 
We can use this for something else.’ 
And I realized if I used a lighter 
liquid to bind it — the Sauternes 
— it takes the place of the sugar 
in the dessert. I don’t know. My 
mind just works different from 
other people.” robert margetta 



It’s getting hot over at PS 7 thanks to 
mixologist Gina Chersevani. No need to 
brave the cold to feel the heat. Mix her 
apple-infused winter elixir at home: 

“ALE”MENTS 

SERVES ABOUT 10-12 

8 apples (Pink Ladies work well) 

2 quarts of Dale’s Pale Ale 
-6 2 cups of raw (unprocessed) 
honey 

-6 2 cinnamon sticks 
-6 5 cardamon pods 
-6 I star anise 

-6 10-12 oz. of Brugal Anejo Rum 

PEELAND QUARTER the apples. 
Place all the spices in a piece of 
cheesecloth and tie it up (ora 
tea infuser works just as well).

Adventurous foodies 
score Miracle Fruit to 
tease their taste buds 

OVERDOSE I When Grandma said to 
take lemons and make lemonade, 
she probably didn’t have synsepal- 
um dulcificum fruit in mind. 

But that’s what the little berries, 
often known as “miracle fruit” do. 
One places a berry on the tongue 
and lets it disintegrate, so the gly- 
coprotein inside coats the taste 
buds, and presto — for an hour or 
so, bitter fare tastes sweet. 

Eliot Blume said he held tast- 
ing parties with the berries in col- 


lege, and he’s taken that tradition 
to the EFN Lounge. From 7 to 
9 p.m. on the second Friday of 
every month, starting Dec. 11, EFN 
plans on hosting “Flavor Tripping” 
parties, where $12 will buy a berry 
and access to a buffet. 

The berries are imported from 
West Africa, so Blume said EFN 
is using an online reservation sys- 
tem, although it will take a lim- 
ited number of $15 admissions 
at the door. 

“The two questions I get on the 
Web site are. Is it legal?’ and 'Does 
it work?”’ he said. “Yes, it is legal, 
and, yes, it does work.” 

Does it ever. At a tasting

preview, the berry completely 
defanged Sour Patch Kids can- 
dies, making them taste more 
like Swedish Fish. Rice wine 
vinegar turned into something 
like sweet dessert wine. Tabasco 
sauce retained some of its kick, 
but under the berry’s influence it 
was downgraded to roughly the 
level of a Buffalo wing. 

Blume said a buffet containing 
all of those items will be available 
in a part of the club converted into 
a “tripateria,” along with bites like 
sugarless lemon cupcakes, mojitos, 
blueberries and strawberries. 

By doing some experiments, 
the EFN staff have come up with 


some unexpected flavor reactions, 
Blume said. 

Goat cheese? “Cheesecake. And 
if it’s warm, it has the consistency 
of frosting.” 

A mix of lemon sorbet and 
Guinness? “It’s like a chocolate 
milk shake.” Bottom-of-the-shelf 
tequila? “It’s like Patron.” 

One note about that tequila — 
the berries may fool the tongue, but 
the lips, throat and sense of smell 
are left as vulnerable as ever. 

“That’s what we have to warn 
people about,” Blume said. “If 
you hit the balsamic vinegar 
and the lemons really hard, you 
might feel it the morning after.”

Dust off the No. 3 jersey. Allen Iver- 
son is with the 76ers again. 

Team president Ed Stefanski 
announced the signing Wednes- 
day on the team’s Web site. Iver- 
son is expected to make his debut 
Monday at home against the Den- 
ver Nuggets.

Something Odd, Something New 



OK Go weirds up its 
sound for a quirky, 
melancholic album 

Experimental 

In the music video for “WTF,” the 
first single from OK Go’s upcoming 
album, “Of the Blue Colour of the 
Sky,” the pop -rockers use a single 
take in front of a green screen to 
capture a dizzying palette of slow- 
fading colors. While the innovative 
clip recalls the hugely successful 
treadmill video for 2006’s “Here 
It Goes Again,” the song hints at a 
more experimental approach for the 
act’s third full-length album. 


“There’s nothing more boring 
than making the same record over 
and over,” vocalist/guitarist Dami- 
an Kulash says. 

“Sky,” due out Jan. 12 on Capi- 
tol Records, is a collection of off- 


beat pop tracks that departs from 
the band’s catchy rock sound of 
past hits such as “Get Over It” and 
“A Million Ways.” “[The album] is 
more melancholic, and I love it. I’m 
so much more proud of it than any- 


thing before it,” Kulash says. 

The band emerged with what 
Kulash describes as a “wintery, 
dark record,” with tracks such as 
“Skyscrapers” and “All Is Not Lost” 
showcasing a slower, more falsetto- 
driven sound. An iTunes-exclusive 
premiere of the song helped “warn 
people that something weirder is 
coming out,” as Kulash puts it. 

With a European tour lined up for 
January and an Asian and U.S. trek 
to follow, OK Go is ready to change 
people’s perception. “We’re not going 
to duplicate ourselves. There won’t 
be a video of us on elliptical train- 
ers,” Kulash says. “We just want to 
be the band who does weird stuff.”
